Gettysburg, virtually isolated from 
the rest 
of

States on Tuesday, this morning was 
in the process of shaking itself free 
of ‘the encumbrances of the winter's 
worst blizzard, 
and 
in 
making a 
checkup of the damage created by 
the heavy snow 
and 
sleet 
on 
all 
means of communication. 
Telegrams, tied 
up 
in 
the 
local 
office of the W estern Union, were on 
Tuesday night taken by the present 
local manager, C. E. Witmer, in his 
automobile to the Company’s B alti­ 
more office for transmission. 
A fter 
some delay, Mr. W itmer was able to 
return here with replies to the mes­ 
sages. 
During the trip, he stopped 
at the New 
Oxford 
and 
Hanover 
offices, and performed a like service 
for these branches of 
the 
W estern 
Union. 
According to Mr. 
W itmer, 
wires 
and poles are down for three-fourths 
of the way to Baltimore, and some 
evidences of its ravages were to be 
seen even in the city’s environs. 
He 
stated that there is little likelihood 
of normal communication being estab­ 
lished in either direction in thts part of 
the state until later in the week. 
On telephone lines, 
the

was little better. 
All trunk lines of 
the Cumberland Valley company are 
down, and no calls are being accepted 
for points

Gettysburg.

In the borough limits, few 
of the lines are reported out of serv­ 
ice. 
Lights Turned On 
A fter frenzied efforts on the p a r t,

street lights were turned on Tuesday 
night 
over 
practically 
the 
entire 
town. 
Lighting for 
houses

east side of town was also supplied. 
The section of the

Square, down York street, including 
North Stratton, Stevens and Hanover 
streets, E ast Middle and 
parts .of 
Carlisle and Baltimore 
streets

ceived normal service. 
Extension of the electric power to 
the plant of The Times was also ac­ 
complished, with the result that nor­ 
mal publication of the paper was re­ 
sumed this morning. 
In a statem ent today, Mr. G arrett 
said he felt confident of repairing the 
lines by 
evening

normal i 
lighting can agdin be established in 
all the homes in town by nightfall. 
Until these connections 
are 
com­ 
pleted through to the west side of 
town, power cannot be supplied 
to 
Fairfield, O rrtanna, Cashtown or Mc­ 
Knightstown. 
These sections of the 
county are cut off not only from all 
electric lights and power, but also f 
from wire communication. 
The highways reveal

W reckage of trees, broken down by 
their heavy burden of wet snow, line

Pruning has 
not been completed in most of the 
orchards, and where some few limbs 
were broken by the snow it is felt 
by the growlers that proper pruning 
will take care of the slight damage. 
Snow plows of the S tate Highway 
departm ent were placed on the job

any of the more im portant highways. 
While less than a foot of snow fell 
in this section of the county, it is re­ 
ported th at the early busses through

In York, street cars and automo­ 
biles we’re stalled by drifts from four 
to six feet deep within the city lim­ 
its. 
W aynesboro was cut off from all 
electric service through the breaking 
of cables from W illiamsport, Mary­ 
land.

The Lincoln Highway, which was 
closed by heavy drifts of snow’ in 
the vicinity of Bedford, will be open 
for travel again in a short time, ac­ 
cording to highway officials. 
Because of the extent of the dam ­ 
age to trunk lines and branch wires 
throughout the county, and in other 
sections of the state and M aryland, 
officials of both telephone companies 
and of tho telegraph company declar­ 
ed that it is impossible to give an ac­ 
curate estim ate as to when normal 
service can be restored. 
Lack of lines between H arrisburg 
and Gettysburg over the Bell system 
was responsible for omission of the 
usual Associated Press dispatches in 
this issue of The Times.

Connecticut, 
I until 1918, when he returned to Trini­ 
t y Lutheran church, Selinsgrove, again 
as its pastor.

of the facilities which it furnishes to 
its patrons. 
F irst and last, the clerk, 
unheralded and unknown, working in 
the obscurity of 
a 
dingy 
Federal 
building is the one upon whom the 
public m ust depend for service.” 
C. P. FrancLscus, of W ashington, 
D.C., president of the United National 
Association of Post Office Clerks, in 
wtych association 80 per cent of the 
clerks m aintain membership, 
in 
a 
•statement issued today, gives some 
startling facts as to the manner in 
which the Congress has neglected all 
of the postal employees in the past. 
The statem ent follows: 
“In enacting legislation for postal 
employees, the Congress of the United 
States failed hopelessly to keep pace 
with the growth of the service, with 
the development of new activities, or 
with the constantly shifting economic 
conditions that have prevailed during 
the past half century. 
The salaries 
paid to all employees in the service 
are little better today than they were 
thirty years ago. This, in spite of the 
fact that the purchasing power of 
the dollar today is less 
than 
half 
w hat it was ten or fifteen years ago, 
“Speaking 
particularly 
for 
post 
office, clerks and in 
order 
that 
the 
public may have an appreciable idea 
of the legislation considered by Con­ 
gress in the interest of the clerks, 
let it be said that the 
clerks 
were 
first classified in 1883, and at that 
time were granted salaries in even 
hundreds of 
dollars 
ranging 
from 
$400 to $1400. 
The entrance salary 
was increased at various times until 
1907 when it was placed 
at 
$800. 
The maximum salary 
paid 
to 
the 
clerks, however, was 
not 
increased 
during all the years from 1883 until 
1918. 
At that 
time 
the 
increase 
granted 
by 
Congress 
brought 
the 
maximum up to $1500. 
A fter two 
years more, or in 19*20, the Congress 
again increased the 
salaries of the 
clerks to the present 
maximum 
of 
$1800, with two 
grades 
of 
special 
clerk, one at $1900 and tho top grade 
at $2000. 
However, 
only 
a 
very 
limited number of the 
clerks 
em­ 
ployed a t first class post offices can 
hope to reach the 
present 
special 
clerk grade. 
“Congressman Calvin D. Paige, of 
M assachusetts, Chairman of the Sub­ 
com m ittee of the 
House Post Office 
Committee, realizing that something 
must bt* done if the postal service is 
to continue 
unimpaired, sponsored a 
bill reclassifying the salaries of all 
postal employees, 
Af: regards the 
clerks, this bill practically proposed 
the reclassification asked for by the 
clerks’ 
association. 
Arrangem ents 
have been completed to hold public 
hearings on this and kindred bills be­ 
fore a joint committee 
of 
Senhors 
and Congressmen. 
From all indica­ 
tions these hearings will be about the 
most popular that were ever held in 
Congress. 
Many 
Congressmen and 
Senators have already indicated their 
desire and their intention of appear­ 
ing before a Joint Committee and be­ 
speaking favorable consideration for 
the proposal to increase the salaries 
of postal employees.” 
Representative Clat fi lter, of this 
district, has already made his appeal 
supporting the bill.

attitude of humility, for he “kneeled 
at Jesus’ feet." But alas! he came as 
so many come today, with no deep con­ 
viction of sin but full of self-confi­ 
dence. 
“Teacher," 
he 
said, 
“what 
good 
thing shall I do that I may have eter­ 
nal life?" Ile has no doubt that some 
good thing is needed, in the doing of 
which he can earn eternal life. 
And 
as so many are on that road, he thinks 
It must surely he the right one. It is 
not to confess himself a sinner, help­ 
less and undone, that he comes, but to 
ask what tie can do. 
Yes, men are 
thronging that hopeless road, forget­ 
ting that It is sinners for whom Christ 
has died, that It Is their sin that gives 
them a claim upon Him, and that eter­ 
nal life* is His gracious gift, not a 
thing to be earned or paid for. 
Not only does he a*k what he can 
do, but boasts in what he has done. 
“All tltese have I observed from my 
youth," he replies to the Lord's re­ 
cital of the commandments. 
Honest 
In this he was, no doubt, and, with 
Said of Tarsus, he was “touching the 
righteousness which is In the law, 
blameless." 
And this he estimates as 
establishing a claim upon God. 
And we must not overlook one sig­ 
nificant clause in the text. 
He came 
running and “kneeled to Jesus in the 
way," B h a t way? It was the way to 
the cross, a* verses 32 and 33 of the 
chapter declare. 
He blocks the Lord's 
way to the cross, saying, in effect: 
“You need not die for me, show me 
what to do. 
I am quite sufficient in 
myself. 
I have no need for a Savior, 
I can save myself and make myself 
worthy of eternal life by the good 
things I do." 
At first glance the Savior’s answer 
seems to he a closing of the door In 
the face of an honest seeker. 
“Why 
Tallest then me good? there Is none 
gr*od but one, that is God." (hid alone 
can bestow eternal life. 
It Is not 
gained by good deeds, but is given 
freely to those who accept Him in 
whom it It. 
“lf I am not God why 
ask roe about eternal life?" 
The Lord must nieet him therefore 
where he is: not with the gos|*»l of 
His grace, for he knows no need of 
grace. The law must do Its work, for 
“by the law* is the knowledge of sin." 
And thus the Lord u*es It, to give His 
questioner what he did not possess, 
the knowledge of himself as a sinner. 
“Thou knowest the commandments," 
He said, and quoting several of them, 
ended with “Thou shalt love thy neigh­ 
bor as th>self.” Blit lf It Is a matter 
or doing, ail must be done. 
And when 
the ruler declared that lie had kept all 
the^e. he was astounded at the an­ 
swer: 
“One thing thou lnckest: go 
thy way, sell whatsoever thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure In heaven: and come, 
take up the cross, and follow me.” 
The cross! 
it was the one thing he 
would avoid. 
How could the God of all grace 
make that a condition of eternal life? 
It wa* what the law promised to those 
who kept it: “the man that 
d o e th 
these things shall Hie by them." But 
who ever did them or could? 
lf he 
loved his neighbor as himself as, In 
Matthew's account, he declared he did, 
w h y not give all that he bad to tt»e 
poor? Would It he any more than giv­ 
ing it balk to himself? Thus the L o rd 
Is, with tlie law, searching out the 
heart that does not know itself. 
He is 
not making law-keeping a condition of 
eternal life, hut showing the young 
luau how far short he comes of tile 
lnw’s requirements in order to shut 
him up to Himself as the only Savior. 
And Ile does it with the tender assur­ 
ance th a t His heart is open to him and 
ready to receive him. for “Jesus, be­ 
holding him, loved him."
